editor so lost to the liner feelings of 
humanity as to be guilty of "such con- 
duct as those," lie ought to be sent to 
the place to which the James Bay 
bipeds will shortly be consigned — Cov- 
entry. Tiie question of the organ is 
asked ftneut our report nf tho lioine- 
thrust which ]Mr. liuysTEu g;ivo Mr. 
Beavex and the Local Government at 
the Anti-Chinese Association meeting, 
and Mr. Beavek's reply, which ca.st a 
Berious reflection on the integrity of 
tiie Supremo Court Bencli of Canada. 
After having put the question the 
organ proceeds : 

" Wo wore present at the Anti-Chinese 
meeting the other night, and heard Mr. 
BEAVEtf state in reply to Mr. Bunster, 
that the reason the Govcruinont did not 
appeal from Judge Giiav's decision on tlie 
Chinese Tax Act \v,is because ■Mr. \V.\l- 
KE.iI, who is a sound lawyer ami a friend 
of the workingnian, cun.sideicd tluit it was 
useless to do so, and that the subsequent 
disallQwanco of the Act by the Dominion 
Oovornment in a measure proved thiif his 
opinion was correct. " 

Wo turu from llie aliove extract to 
the organ's report of the meeting and 
find nothing therein that will match 
the above. In fact, no report of Mr. 
BnssTEu's question or Mr. Bkavex's 
answer is recorded therein. Both were 
evidently burked at the earnest recpiest 
of i\Ir. liKAVH.v, who probably hurrietl 
down to the Sluiu/ard oflice after the 
meeting atul crasetl both question and 
answer from the notes! Jf the words 
attributed by the organ to Mr. Ukavkx 
were really employed by hiui, why do 
they not appear in the nqiort as pub 
lished by the Standard/ And v.hy 
did theytjoo the Hglit for the titn^ 
yesterday? But, assuming the (juota- 
tion to bo correct, and that Mr. Bkavkn" 
really uttered words which we Icuow he 
did not, what becouies of the compli- 
ment said to be paid to Mr. Walkeji's 
legal knowledge by Mr. Be.\'ven. The 
latter is reported to have said, '' jMr. 
Wai.keji is a sound lawyer," and "did 
not appeal froui Judge Gkav's decision 
on the Chinese Tax Act .... because 
Mr. Walkeji .... considered that it 
was useless to do so." Is there not a 
grave contradiction here 1 If Mr. 
Walkem is a '' sound lawyer" how did 
it come that he iati-oduecd the Chinese 
Tax Act at all ! lie either knew that 
it was illegal or else ho believed it to 
bo legal. If he know it to bo illegal he 
adopted the only course open to him in 
not appealing ; but if he required a 
judicial opinion to set him right, can 
he be "a sound lawyer !" However, 
we are prepared to jn-ove by ilr. Brx- 
8TER and by the Standard'd report that 
our report is correct and that the words 
the Standard has manufactured for j\Ir. 
Beaven's use .were not employed by 
him at all. If the workingmen will 
longer submit to be humbugged by the 
members of a Government who make 
rash utterances at a public meeting 
and then rush down to the newspaper 
oflices they control to have tlieui su|)- 
pressed, their anti-Chinoso warfare will 
prove futile. 

XOT "FLA BBERGA ST EH." 

A few dfiys after his arrival at Ot- 
tawa to attend the last session Mr. De- 
Cosjios asked the Government there if 
the decision of Judge Ghay in the 
matter of the Chinese Tax Act had 
been appealed from by the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia? The reply 
was that no a[ipeal had been entered, 
that no notice of appeal lind been 
given, nor had the Ottawa Government 
been communicated with on the sub- 
ject. In the course of an article on 
Wednesday we said that Mr. DkC'os.mos 
was so "llabbergasted" to find that no 
action had been taken that he could 
not speak for some minutes. In his 
organ yesterday the honorable gentle- 
man pronounces the statement that he 
WO.S "flabbergasted" by the reply as u 
"deliberate falsehood." If wo have in 
any way niisrein-Coented the state of 
Mr. DeCos.mos' feelings on the occasion 
referred to wo are sincerel}' sorry; but 
if he really have the anti-Chincso cause 
at heart he must at least have felt in- 
tensely disa]ipointed and greatly over- 
come at the nature of the answer. In 
fact, in one of the eastern papers he was 
described as receiving the intor. nation 
with a prolonged "Oh-li-li!" Anotlier 
paper stated tliat "he turned very pale 
about the gills;" and a third remarked 
that "ho dropped into his seat with a 
force and suddenness that would have 
crushed the B. C. Government and 
their Chinese pots to pulp had they 
been curled up on the cushion." 
Whether these indications denote that 
Mr. Dr.C'osiios was "flabberga.sted" 
(whatever does this jawbreaker mean]) 
by the answer the reader must judge. 
We bite facts. Others must draw con- 
' elusions.

ENGLAND. 
London, Oct 29. — Cardinal Man- 
ning will leave Loudon for Home on 
the Gth of November to endeavor to 
win the a.seeut of tho Vatican to his 
long-cherished scheme, which by ad- 
mitting certain changes in tho external 
organi;;ation of the Catholic Church in 
England will facilitate tho return to 
Catholicism of an important group of 
English Protestants. 

ITALY. 

Ro.Mi:, Oct. 29. — Tho proceedings of 
the C'onf;ress at Naples to promote a 
gcueral disarmamniit throughout the 
world terminated in a scene of inde- 
scribable confusion amidst hissing, 
hooting !ind other demonstrations, ow- 
ing to the opposition of a section who 
disapproval of tho object of the Con- 
gre.s.s. Placards hearing tho words 
" Live Trieste," " Live Trent," " Death 
to Austria," we"e posted on the walls 
of Naples in tlio morning, but were 
torn down by the police. 

EGYPT. 

I'akis, Oct. 9. — The Tdcijra])k news 
paper .says the mission at Vienna of 
Baring and Debergnieros, recently ap- 
pointed comptrollers of Egyptian iiu- 
ances, has failed. The failure may 
seriously compromise the action of 
France and England in Egypt. This is 
the first result of tho recent -\ustro- 
German alliance m opposition to tho 
settlement of Egyptian afFairs. Tho 
resistance of Turkey to a rea.sonablo 
arrangeuKuit of the Greek question is 
attributable to the same cause. The 
object of the mission of Baring and De- 
bergniers to Vienna was to induce 
Austria to accept tho commission of 
control in Egypt. Austria insists tliat 
the commission's operations must be 
sul)ordinatod to tlie prior claims of the 
creditors who hold mortgages on the 
estates surrendered by tho Khedive's 
family to guarantee tho recent Roths- 
child loan vidiich was negotiated with 
tho aid of vhe Erench and English 
Governments. Austria's opposition on 
this point really affects the whole ques- 
tion of European interference in Egypt.

San Francisco, Oct. 29. — A dis- 
patch from Oakland says that at the 
NicoU House, Oakland, at 8:30 last 
evening, Herbert Benton and Frankie 
Woodward both counnitted suicide by 
shooting themselves with tho same 
pistol, the man killing himself lirst. It 
was a premeditated deed, as both had 
threatened to kill themselves. Nothing 
is known of the cause of trouble. 

UNITED STATES. 
Mk.mpiiis, Oct. 25. — The following 
dispatcii was received this morning by 
Hon. A. S. Marks, Governor, at Nash- 
ville, Tenn: "The epidemic is declar- 
ed ended this day. Tho caaips will be 
broken up .Monrlay morning." 

CANADA. 
nA.MiLTON, Out., Oct. 2S. — Whilc 
walking on the lianiillon and North- 
western railroad track to-day, Mrs. 
Tabb was struck by an engine and 
fatally injurdll. Her infant, in her 
arms, was instantly killed. 

GENERAL EUROPEAN NEWS. 

J^ONDON, Oct. 20. — A coiTCsiJondent 
at Berlin says: General Kaufman, 
Governor of Turkestan, who has been 
for some time in St. Petersburg, will 
return to Turkestan immediately. He 
will be ju'ovided with fresh instructions, 
based on recent important events in 
Kuldja iind Afghanistan. 

St. Peteusuuiu;, Oct. 21. — 1 ho Czar 
will come to this city from Livadia at 
the end of October, and remain a fort- 
night, when ho will go to Jjei-lin to 
liaNc an interview with iMuperor 
William. I'rom Berlin tin; Czar will 
go to Cannes, where himself, the Eui- 
pre.s.s, and several members of tho Rus- 
sian Imperial family will pass the 
winter. 

There has been an immense fire at 
Ufa. More than a fifth part of tiie 
town was consumed and many persons 
killed.

Tho street lamps, 
to the nunjjer of fifty, were lighted, and 
the native infantry, firemen and school 
children met the visitors at the landing

I Sti^o of Cabinet 'Makers. 

' -At San Francisco on Tuesday the cab- 
j inet makers employed in that city struck 
for 25 per cent, incroaso in the rate of 
wages, on which they say they cannot 
live, good workmen" not making over §8 
per week. Tiio movement was bcgu;i by 
tho employe's of tlic West Coast factory, 
at tlio corner of Fourth and Bryant 
streets, wlio in a body, with flags flying, 
marched to Grant's factory on Brannau 
street, near Sixth, where they wore join- 
ed by tho liands thoro who nuinberod 25 
men. The iirocession tlien marched suc- 
cessively to CiMggen's f.ictory on Braniian 
street, between >Sixtli and Seventh, where 
25 more strikers wore added, then to L. & 
F. Emanuol's factory, on fieny .street, 
between Fourth and ]'''ifth, where 40 men 
joined; thence to Fry's, on King street, 
between Third and Fourth streets, and to 
the San Francisco factory, opposite, 
where the oiiiployi's of those two factories, 
numbering about 10 men, joined in. Tho 
strikers then jiroceeded out toward south 
San Francisco, taking in all factories and 
small workshops in that locality, the men 
from which all stopped work to a man. 
All these cabinet makers belong to the 
trades' assembly, and during tho continu- 
ance of the strike will receive 89 and .?0 
per week for married and single men re- 
spectively. There aro two branches of tho 
union, one of wliich is German, and in- 
dicati(jns are that there will be a general 
strike among them.

Lo.NUON, Oct. 21.st. — -Tho Govern- 
inent has just received news of tho 
capture of Morv, in the Turcnmon 
desert, by Russians. In eonsoquence 
of tliis dejircssing iu!w.s, tlioro has heon 
a deciiled cleclinc in Europe bourses. 
Tho assertion is boldly made, not only 
by Radicals, but by friends of tho 
the ISIinistrv, that it is difficult to see 
how war with Russia can long le 
avoided, if iMigland wislie.s to preserve, 
as it is eoncecded .sho i.s (.'Oiniielled to 
preserve, the advantages blio Im.s al- 
reatly gainetl in Afghanistan. Tlio 
feeling is one of increasing apprehen- 
sion and anxiety, and the doctrine that 
a European war cannot occur so long 
as the AiKstro-Gorinanio alliauco exists 
is Icsing wliat littlo poijularity it had 
in tlio light of tho present aggressive 
attitude of tho Ru.ssian forces, now 
advancing on Herat. Much anxiety 
is expressed as to what action tlu! gov- 
ernuicnt will take in tlio emergency. 
In S])ite of tho assumed n.ssurance of 
tlie Foreign OHicc, popular expectation 
looks towards a long, and jiossibly 
disaotrous,! struggle for tlio po.s.se.saion 
of tho koy to British India.

Norfolk House, London, where a sou 
and hoir lias just been born to the his- 
toric house of Howard, was tho birth- 
place of King George III. It is a very 
largo mansion in St. James' square, 
next to London House, the town rc^i- 
doiico of the Bishop of London, who 
iias I..ord Llerby as his neighbor on the 
other side. Forty years ago St. James 
square was almost exclusively occupied 
by noblemen and millionaires ; but now 
clubs have invaded its ju'ecincts and a 
few ])ublic otlicos have also crept in. 
T'lie J unior ('arllon Club faces Pall 
iMall on one ;dde and St. .lames' square 
on the other, and "Tlio Rag" — the 
magnificent Army and Navy Club — 
occupies tho southwest corner. 

Baron (!rant, whose real name was 
Golhurm, was once a con.spicuous char- 
acter iu London, and much caressed 
though now in his downfall niueli 
abused. He did, howovor, one gootl 
thing to make his name remembered. 
While he wa.i wealthy he beaulilied 
Leicester square, and substituted for 
the jiiobaUl circus horse in tho middle 
of it a statue of Sliakes])eare. Tho 
idea was praisowortliy, though country 
cousins will insist the statue is of him- 
self, not of Shakespeare. It was Vic- 
tor Emanuel, who made him a baron 
and made him a f^ninmniuler of tho 
Order of St. ISIaurico and Ijagaro. Of 
this decoration the burly King once 
said, "Tliero aio two things I never re- 
fuse to tmy one — a Vevey cigar and 
tho Order of St. Maurica" When 
Gi-iinL burst on the town with these 
decorations a wicked wag scribbled on 
the wall of the Stock Exchange :

Thomas enjoys yatching, 
and Albert is a master of fox hounds 
as well as a yachtsman. Albert mar- 
ried the daughter of an Irish peer. 

An advertisement in the Independent 
dcx Basses-Pijrenecs ofi'ers for .sale a title 
possessed by a noble family for 400 
years.

Ho says: — -The Lord's 
Day yesterday, being a remarkably fine 
day, was spent by tho Laird of Arisaig, 
and a large part)* of gentry visiting 
liini, ill bay-making.

Already it is 
believed the wrath of heaven lias visit- 
ed the evil-doors, for tho weather, 
wliic'i yesterday gave ovrry promise of 
being settled fine, lias again returned 
to storm and rain, so tliat tho hay 
which had been untouched is in fully 
better condition than what was work- 
ed yesterday. 

Foelins in Slussia Over Salisbury's 
Spooch. 

St. pETERSBuno, October 22. — Tho 

Prussian Press expresses indignation 
at Lord .Salisbury's allusion to Ruf.sia 
in his recent sjicceh at ^Manchester. 
The Official ifcsstiKjer says it is unusual 
for a foreign minister to speak thus of 
a friendly nation, and that • such lang 
uage is not calculated to contribute to 
tlio maintenance of peace and good re- 
lations.

Wet 'W'eather a JTuilsmiDht. 

While professed meteorologists are 
unable to account for the damp sum- 
mer which we have not enjoyed, the 
Rev. Ur. Bogg of Edinburgh, a shin- 
ing light of tho Scottish Free Kirk, 
has succeeded in discovering the key to 
tlie inoist mystery. Tho persistent 
and long-continued wet was in no way 
conntfcted with the changes in the 
niooon or spots on the sun, but grow 
quite naturally out of foreign politics, 
religious toleration, and profane swear- 
incr. According to the gospel of Dr. 
Begg, of Ncwington, Edinburgh, the 
wet summer was a judgment of God 
on the people of this island for tho 
conduct of the Government in its for- 
eign relations, for our national cu- 
couragcineiit and toleration of the 
Boman Catholic religion, and for the 
almost universal practice of using/ 
naughty words. That tho wet wcathor 
should iiave come to ruin the faimera 
and take tho flavour out of the straw- 
berries because the Secretary of State 
for Foreign A Q'airs is a Tory, and has 
no business to bo in power, we can 
understand and ajipreciate. I3ut surely 
Dr. Begg must be slightly in error in 
attributing the exaggerated rainfall to 
f;o gro\\-ing spirit of toleration evinc- 
ed by the Protestant population to- 
wartls their Roman Catholic fellow-sub- 
jects. We sliould have thought that 
from the doctor's point of view exces- 
sive heat, not moisture would be tho 
befitting punishment for such an of- 
fence But perhaps the ruiti is only a 
mundane warning, and the boat will 
conn; later and stay longer — po.ssibly 
to all eternity — to torture the tolerant. 
Assuming Dr. Hogg's theory to be 
founded on fact, the judgment is lost 
upon tho thriving professors of tho art 
of making umbrellas, macintosh coats, 
and indiarubber goloshes. For if per- 
sons engaged in those callings can but 
be jiersujided that religious toleration 
and manufacturing briskness go hand 
in hand, the evils which Dr. Begg 
laments are likely to increase rather 
than to diininisli, so far as they aro 
concerned. AVhcther or not profane 
swearing disturbs tho atmosphere, and 
so induces continuous shnwer.s. W 
more than wo can tell. For more than 
three hundred years Eorroona ha-ve been 
preached and laws iiassed against what 
is called bad language, and at least 
three dictionaries have been compiled 
entirely devoted to this branch ot un- 
]iolito leaning. Still people use naugh- 
ty words, probably as often as ever. 
Dr. Bogg says that wet weather comes 
of people swearing. On the other 
hand, it may be argued, and really 
with more show of rea.son, that it is 
calculated to make them swear. — Eng- 
lish paper. 

England and Hsr Natural Alllee. 

London, Oct. 20,- — A correspondent 
at Vienna, discussing Lord Salisliury'a 
speech' at the banquet iu Manchester 
Friday night last, says: Lord Salis- 
bury must have been aware that his 
utterances thoroughly responded to the 
disposition of Austria and Germany at 
the time the speech was delivered. The 
correspondent says Lord Salisbury was 
in possession of such assurances as en- 
abled liim to divest his statement 
touching England's foreign policy of all 
reticence; and it cannot, but be regard- 
ed here and in Berlin as a most efficient 
recognition of those assurances, and 
calculated to wither the hojies of Russia 
to detach England from her natural 
allies.
